O ne  of  the  highest  honors  that  can  be  be- 
stowed upon  a man  or  woman  is  to  be  asked 
to  serve  as  a trustee  of  Wesleyan  College.  The 
office  denotes  an  integrity,  a responsibility, 
a dignity,  a level  of  ability  that  makes  it  a 
badge  of  achievement. 

Wesleyan  as  the  oldest  college  for  women 
and  as  one  of  the  high  quality  colleges  of  our 
section  of  the  country  occupies  an  honored 
place  in  America’s  system  of  higher  educa- 
tion. Upon  the  shoulders  of  the  trustees  rests 
the  burden  of  making  from  time  to  time 
those  strategic  decisions  that  will  determine 
whether  the  position  of  Wesleyan  will  re- 
main secure. 

THEY  BRING  HONOR 

On  the  other  hand  the  College  has  been 
most  fortunate  in  having  serve  on  its  Board 
individuals  who  by  their  very  participation 
in  the  affairs  of  the  College  bring  to  it  a 
public  respect  and  honor.  Through  the  years 
the  City  of  Macon,  in  which  the  College  is 
located,  has  furnished  its  finest  citizens  and 
its  most  capable  leaders  for  the  work  of  the 
Board.

The  Board  of  Trustees  has  two  regular 
meetings  each  year,  in  October  and  in  May.

Some  committees,  such 
as  the  Finance  Committee  or  the  Executive 
Committee,  meet  at  fairly  frequent  intervals. 

Some  individual  trustees  spend  an  enor- 
mous amount  of  time  at  work  for  the  Col- 
lege. Among  the  trustees  are  some  of  the 
most  generous  contributors  to  the  financial 
needs  of  the  College.  The  trustees  in  recent 
months  have  made  gifts  and  pledges  to  Wes- 
leyan in  excess  of  $100,000.

FOR  JENNIE.  WITH  LOVE 

“A  legend  in  her  own  time,  both  timeless 
and  ageless,  without  beginning  and  without 
ending”,  her  old  friend  Baxter  Jones  labelled 
Jennie. 

“Her  identification  with  the  welfare  of  the 
college  is  so  complete  that  her  name  is  a 
symbol  of  alumnae  loyalty”,  he  quoted  from 
the  tribute  prepared  for  the  printed  program 
by  Dr.  Akers.  Since  she  entered  Wesleyan  in 
1908,  on  an  honorary  scholarship,  he  said,  she 
has  belonged  to  Wesleyan:  “Upholding  (bine 
ideals  . . . true,  faithful  and  loyal  . . . dear 
Wesleyan,  to  thee.” 

He  spoke  of  her  two  marriages,  first,  on  her 
retirement  as  Alunmae  Secretary  in  1947,  to 
William  D.  Anderson,  then  chairman  of  the 
board  of  Trustees,  remembered  “for  his  close 
ties  with  and  magnificent  service  to  Wes- 
leyan”; and  in  1959,  to  Dr.  Fred  Manget, 
“truly  one  of  the  great  and  saintly  men  of 
this  century”,  former  medical  missionary  to 
China. 

Gentle  Jennie  of  the  twinkling  eyes  and 
creative  approach  to  life,  is  probably  our  best 
known,  best  loved  alumna.  As  “Miss  Loyall” 
she  established  our  Alumnae  Office,  was  our 
first  secretary,  first  editor  of  the  Alumnae 
Magazine,  served  long  on  our  board  of  man- 
agers, and  continues  to  be  our  invaluable  ad- 
visor. 

Through  her  influence  many  gifts  have  come 
to  the  college.  Ever  generous  with  her  time, 
mind,  and  means,  a year  ago,  under  the  in- 
fluence of  the  Kennedy-Sinclair  Educational 
Gift  program  she  made  a major  gift  of  $50,000 
to  the  college  she  has  long  loved  and  served.

For  over  a century,  said  Mr.  Wilson,  a mem- 
ber of  the  Hinton  family  has  had  intimate  as- 
sociation with  the  college.
